$1-Per-Pound 
Coffee Prices 
Held Unlikely 


WASHINGTON (UP)—Govern- 
ment officials said today there is 
no reason for housewives to get 
hysterical about the rising price 
of coffee. 

Commerce Department foreign 
trade experts in close touch with 
the supply situation, said it is 
true supplies are down, and the 
outlook for next year’s coffee crop 
is none too bright. And they 
agreed’ that prices may go even 
higher than present record levels. 

But they saw no change that 
coffee will reach $1 a pound at 
the corner grocery, as predicted 
by some importers. 

SUPPLY EQUALS DEMAND 

They said the supply now is 
roughly equal to demand, and 
there appears no likelihood of a 
serious shortage this year. As for 
next year, they said new supplies 
may show up that haven’t been 
figured on. 

“There is no immediate need to 
be alarmed, not for another year 
at least,” one official told the 
United Press. He is in close touch 
with the world coffee situation. 
“There is surely enough for the 
present.” 

Government experts agreed with 
importers that coffee drinking has 
increased greatly since the war. 
For one thing, they pointed out, 
European nations, which were 
largely cut off from supplies 
during the war, are back in the 
market.
